‘Northern Food Service fights for survival 


John Battiste, owner of Northern 
Food Service of Elmira, is in a fight 
for his economic tife, and he is pitted 
against the state of Michigan. 

Northern Food Service, formerly 
Boyne Commodities, has been a 
family-owned business since 1954, 
mostly delivering foods to public 
schools. Battiste took the business 
over from his father in 198+. and since 
that time has employed as many as 
37 at a time. providing above-aver- 
age wages and benefits to his employ- 
ees. 


Awarding the contract 

In 2002, the state invited NFS to 
bid for a share of commodity food 
distribution to school districts across 
all of Michigan. Bidders were asked 
not to include in their bids the vol- 
ume for 15 schoo! districts. which 
were involved in the Great Lakes 


School Food Cooperative pilot pro- 
gram (served by Gordon Food Ser- 
vice, a multi-billion dollar corpora- 
tion, and the largest privately held 
food distributer in the United States, 
according to its website), and were 
told that there would be some minor 
changes to the pilot in 2003. In addi- 
tion, bidders were requested lo out- 
line a plan tor growth of staff. equip- 
ment and facilities to manage an in- 
creased distribution area. 

This plan, accompanied by ii ques- 
tion and answer period with each bid- 
der. was reviewed by a joint evaiua- 
tion committee consisting of the 
Michigan Department of Education 
and the Department of Management 
and Budget.

EJPS 
approves 


budget 


Atits annual budget hearing and a 
subsequent special hearing, both held 
fast Thursday, the East Jordan Board of 
Education reviewed and approved fi- 
nal amendments to the 2004 - 2005 
general fund budget, with revenues of 
$10.133.746 and eapenditures of 
$10,301,479, The deficit amount of 
$167,733 represents the planned use of 
the district's fund balance. which has 
been amended to $784,760, or about 7.8 
percent of the district's budget. 

The board also approved the 2005 
- 2006 general fund budget. which 
was reviewed at the budget hearing 
preceding the special meeting. The 
budget anticipates revenues of 
$9.773.856 and expenditures of 
(0,071,708. The deficit amount of 
$297,852 will be taken from tHe 
district's fund balance, which is an- 
licipated ta be $486,908 as of June 
30, 2006. The expenditures also re- 
flect budget cuts across all categories, 
totalling $620,000. 

“The reductions. and correspond- 
ing use of fund balance, are products 
of the State’s inability to fully fund 
public education.” said East Jordan 
school superintendent Chip Hansen. 
“Schools across the state, including 
East Jordan, are doing all that they 
can to make ends meet. 

“Sadly,” Hansen added, “there ap- 
pears to be little legislative heart when 

; it comes to addressing the structural 
| deficit that exists in the school aid and 
state general funds.” 

Hansen encouraged the board to 
continue to make their legislators 
aware of the negative school aid situ- 
ation, including the issue of equity 
between schools, and to be vigilant 
in monitoring school aid discussions 
| in Lansing. 

The board set the 2005-2006 op- 
erational tax levy at 17.6255 mills on 
non-homestead property in the dis-

Paula Vollbach and Kim 
Prebble didn’t start the East 
Jordan Historical Society, 
and they didn’t start the 
Elm Pointe Historical Mu- 
seum, either. That got its 
start in 1976, and was beau- 
tifully appointed and well- 
visited. 

But 29 years later, the 
increasing refrain has been: 
“T haven’t been to that mu- 
seum in 20 years,” and 
Vollbach and Prebble, 
along with other members 
of the historical society, de- 
cided it was time to change 
all that. 

First of all, it’s a little off 
the beaten path. Locals 
know about Elm Pointe, of 
course, but what about the 
visitors who are looking for 
something fun to do on a 
weekend? What would be 
the best way to let them in 
on our tucked-away little 
secret? 

So Vollbach and Prebble 
set out to create a channel 
to divert guests out to the 
actual museum— a teaser 
museum in the old Masonic 
Lodge, adjoining the East 
Jordan City Hall down- 
town. 

The new museum is eas- 
ily accessible from the city 
hall, and has the same 
hours, so that it is readily 
available to guests. It is a 
mini museum, but holds 
some fabulous treasures: an 
original mural! for the 
Temple Theater which was 
found rolled up under the 
stage at the Rock Elm 
Grange: the original robe 
and crown worn by the 
smelt royalty: lots of pho- 
tographs and East Jordan 
memorabilia. 

It is a taste: the full three

courses can be found at Elm 
Pointe. 

Vollbach said she was 
approached to get involved 
with the historical society 
and her response was un- 
equivocal. Yes — if she 
could reorganize the Elm 
Pointe museum. 

This was a daunting chal- 
lenge. undertaken by two 
women who will tell you 
self-deprecatingly that their 
combined skills make them 
equal to a whole person. If 
that is the case, the whole 
is Superwoman. 

The museum was in dis- 
array. It had treasures un- 
earthed for almost 30 years, 
which were badly in need 
of arranging. Vollbach said 
her gift is “a flair for scen- 
ery.” Those who know her 


as the director of the East 
Jordan spring musical 
know that this is indeed at 
least one of her gifts. 

Prebble and Vollbach 
spent last summer visiting 
local historical museums, 
getting ideas and doing re- 
search before they started 
the Elm Pointe museum 
renovation, 

“We researched each 
area.” Vollbach said. “We 
wanted to create clearly 
defined vignettes.” 

The project took on the 
tenor of a Rubic’s cube. 
with items getting tagged 
for the “doctor's office.” 
the “church display.” or the 
railroad, or lumberyard. 
and moved to the general 
vicinity of their future 
homes. Items were shifted 


from one end of the con- 
verted Elm Pointe garage to 
the other, until, at last. the 
scenery began to cmerge. 
“We kept finding things.” 
Vollbach said. “It was like 
looking through a treasure 
chest or your grandma's at- 
tic.” Not all the finds went 
on display. Some went to 
the downtown location, but 
many items went into stor- 
age. That way, the museum 
will be able to rotate items 
in and out of displays and 
through both locations, so 
that the vignettes continue 
to stay fresh and new. 
Currently. Elm Pointe 
guests are greeted by a dis- 
play honoring local veter- 
ars. and can progress 
around the perimeter of the 
building. passing reminders

of East Jordan's past. The 
railway, the lumber camps, 
the iron works, the 
churches, the farms, and 
arrangements that capture 
the kitchens and parlors of 
home life cluster, like in 
real olden-day life, around 
the town center.

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Second annual Boyne Thunder Poker Run at Boyne City 


Last year Boyne Thunder roared into Lake 
Charlevoix and took Boyne City by storm. It 
was the first high performance off-shore poker 
Tun, started by a group of folks whose mis- 
sion was tri-fold. 

First and foremost, the poker run is a high- 


profile, fun way to raise money for an impor- 


tant charity: Camp Quality. 

Camp Quality is a free camp for children 
with cancer and their families, with several 
all-season events each year. Boyne Thunder 
revenue goes to this program, as well as the 
Main Street Program. 

Organizer Kurt Wietzke said that it has one 
other important function: it helps improve the 
“growth and health of Boyne City,” Wietzke 
said. 

Besides bringing a lot of visitors to town 
— participants come from all over the coun- 
try — Boyne Thunder offers citizens a way to 
have fun while contributing to local causes, 

With 42 slips available at the city marina, 
the Boyne Thunder committee has limited its 
participants to 42 boats. They have just about 
got the quota filled as of this printing. 

The boats vary. There are 160 miles per 
hour-capable boats; exotic boats from all over 
the country and boats that have up to 3,000 
horse power engines. Many of the registrants 
are returning from last year’s inaugural Boyne 
Thunder poker run, which kicked off its first

year with 23 boats. 

The fun starts Friday, June 15 with a grand 
party at Garrett's on Water Street. It is antici- 
pated that the dinner will be attended by be- 
tween 350 and 375 people, who will also have 
achance to bid in a “walk-about” auction. Bid- 
ding diners don’teven have to leave their seats 
as “auctioneers” walk from table to table, of- 
fering them a chance to raise their bids . 


Throughout the day, shoppers will be able 
to purchase a shopping bag for $7. They will 
then take part in a shopper's crawl, stopping 
at participating retailers for a free gift. 

“It’s just like Halloween,” Wietzke said. Fri- 
day evening, shoppers may join the walking 
pub craw] that will begin after the dinner at 
Garrett's. 

The next day will start bright and carly with 


a breakfast at Lester’s for the boaters, followed 
by a skipper’s meeting. According to Wietzke, 
these are about the only events, outside the 
actual poker run, not open to the general pub- 
lic, But the marina will have vendors for even 
early morning spectators, who will be able to 
purchase coffee and doughnuts or scones. 

At 9:30 a.m., a forerunner boat will take a 
lap with “local dignitaries,” Wietzke said, and 
the platinum sponsor, Navistar, builder of the 
world’s largest sport utility vehicle. 

After a pace boat leads the participants at 
speed through the parks, it will get out of the 
way, and the run is on! 

The boats will speed through Lake Char- 
levoix, but will slow down to observe wake 
jaws in Round Lake, then advance through 
Pine River Channel and out onto Lake Michi- 
gan, where there will be no speed restrictions, 
and the boaters witl travel to Northport and 
circle back to Beaver Island, stop for funch at 
Bay Harbor. They will be escorted back into 
Lake Michigan, make a run for Charlevoix, 
and back the way they came, arriving in 
Horton Bay where they will be greeting by a 
dozen boats from the champagne cruise. 

There is no alcohol allowed on any of the 
boats while they arc participating in the poker 
run. Safety and emergency personnel will be 
stationed along the entire route of the run, so 
that no boater will be more than 10 minutes 


away from help, if an emergency occurred. 
At each card stop, participants will have to 
come to a complete stop and collect a poker 
card, contained in a scaled envelope, before 
he or she can continue. 

All the boats will be back in Boyne City 
between 4 - 4:30 p.m., Saturday. 

Obviously, there will not be much for spec- 
tators to do while the boats are cruising Lake 
Michigan — so there will be a carnival that 
will start Thursday evening and continue all 
Friday and Saturday, as well as a classic wooden 
boat show, and the ongoing shopper’s craw). 

At 6:30 the Rotary will barbecue chicken 
in Veteran’s Park, with the rest of the food 
being catered by Water Street Cafe.

Treatments available to protect ash trees 


With emerald ash borers presenting a very real threat 
to ash trees in our area, property owners are wonder- 
ing if there is any way to protect the ash trees growing 
around their homes. There is. Whilc protecting ash trees 
in a forest setting would be cost prohibitive and im- 
practical, treating trees in a certain location. such as a 
yard, is possible. 

According to a study by Kim Rebek and David 
Smitley of the Michigan State University Department 
of Entomology, there are several treatments available 
to homeowners. 

“Research tests have shown that we can protect 
healthy trees from emerald ash borer with insecticides, 
but we may not be able to save severely compromised 
trees,” Rebek and Smitley said. “By the time you see 
dead branches, thinning of the canopy, and woodpecker 
activity, the tree is already severely damaged. and it 
may be too late to save it with insecticides.” 

Some of the insecticide products available for use 
by homeowners include Bayer Advanced Garden Tree 
and Shrub Insect Control, which is applied as a soil 
drench around the base of the affected trees; Bonide 
Systemic Insecticide Bullets and ACECAP 97 Systemic 
Insecticide Tree Implants. The last two are similar prod- 
ucts, with insecticide delivery by small implants in the 
tree trunk. 

These products would have to be reapplied every year 
lo protect the trees and can only be applied in a timely 
basis. The soil drench product would be applied in April 
or early May; the implants in early May, “during a pe- 
riod of maximum upward flow of sap,” according to 
the MSU report. 

Trees under six inches in diameter are more recep- 
tive to treatment and will do well with either the im- 


plants or soil drench: larger trees may necd to be 
treated with both soil drench and implants for the 
first year or two. After that time, only one insecti- 
cide should be sufficient. 

Trees under three inches in diameter should be 
treated with soil drench only. 

Because the implants require holes to be drilled 
in the tree, the report recommends their use be dis- 
continued after no more than three years. 

The most important thing people can de to pre- 
vent the spread of EAB is to Jeave firewood at 
home, and when camping. purchase only local fire- 
wood. 

So far 20 Michigan counties and 19 isolated in- 
festations have been quarantined, and it is now il- 
legal to move hardwood firewood or other regu- 
lated materials out of those areas. No hardwood is 
allowed into the Upper Peninsula or out of the state, 
and to help control its movement, a checkpoint was 
established at the Mackinaw Bridge earlier this 
summer, with violators having firewood confis- 
cated, as well as a possible fine.

If awarded the contract, NFS made 
the committee aware that it would be 
making a significant financial invest- 
ment, which turned out to be more 
than 2.5 million dollars, 

After the review of the bids, and a 
recommendation by the joint evalu- 
ation committee, the state determined 
NFS to be “the best value for the state 
if Michigan in Regions | and 3.” 
These regions are comprised of 76 
counties. 

NFS was awarded the contract and 
subsequently made the investment 


required to meet the increased de- 


mand. 

The next school year, the “minor 
changes” the state predicted materi- 
alized as an addition of 22 school dis- 
tricts to the pilot program. These dis- 
tricts were removed from the distri- 
bution territory that had been 
awarded NFS. 


John Paulsen, general manager of 


NFS, said, “It created an erosion of 
the value of the contract.” Neverthe- 
less, NFS was able, in its first year. 
to save the school districts it served 
more than $500,000 in tax dollars. 

The next year, the pilot districts 
were increased to 210, again, remov- 
ing those district$ from NFS territory, 
having what Paulsen described as a 
“crippling effect” on its business. 
However, again NFS was able to save 
taxpayers nearly $500,000. 

NFS contacted Marla Moss of the 
Michigan Department of Education. 

“We pled with Marla ... to honor 
the contract, and not to allow the ero-

The PR campaign 

Faced with disaster, NFS has | 
launched a publicity campaign to in- 
form taxpayers of the state’s breach | 
of its contract with a family owned 
business, and the waste of taxpayer 
dollars, in the view of Northern Food 
Service, both in its pursuit of the ap- 
peal, and in its promotion of GLSFC, 
even without a final evaluation. 

According to Paulsen, failure to 
evaluate the co-op’s financial impact 
has cost taxpayers significantly more 
than compliance with the contract 
with NFS would have. 

NFS has created a website, 
foodmafia.com, and has emblazoned 
the side of its trucks with the web 
address and slogans, “How to killa 
family business and stick taxpayers 
with the bill,” and “They're in n your 
neighborhood.” 

Government response has been 
swift, with requests from the Attor- 
ney General for immediate with- 
drawal of the website, and correspon- 
dence from the governor’s office in- 
terpreting “They’re in your neighbor- 
hood” as a threat on the lives of the 
governor and other state employees. 

What is the state’s interest in 
GLSFC that it would breach its con- 
tract with NFS and file an appeal 
against a local company? 

“That is the question we want ev- 
ery person who sees our website to 
ask.” Paulsen said. “We don’t know.” 

What is known is that an Antrim 
County business is on the brink of 
collapse, due to lost revenue, attor- 
ney fees and court costs. putting area 
jobs at risk.

The Veteran of the Month for July, 2005 is 
Clinton Brannon. Born October 5. 1919 in Boyne City, 
Brannon left school in 1933. and in [935 enlisted in the 
Civilian Conser- 
vation Corps. 
Following his 
discharge from 
the CCC in the 
fall of 1937, 
Brannon went to 
work for U.S. 
Steel, merchant 
marine division, 
where he served 
as an oiler abroad 
a Great Lakes 
freighter.
